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LIBRARY REPORT | 


The Board of Library Trustees hereby submit their Eleventh 
Annual Report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by the 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, Mrs. Margaret A. 
Leach as secretary, and Mrs. Jennie I’, Center as librarian. 

The year his been marked by no special events. It has been the 
endeavor of the trustees to put into the library only such books as 
are both interesting, and, at the same time, instructive. Many books 
are being published from year to year, and great care is required to 
select only the best. 

Every year makes more and more evident the wisdom of the town 
in accepting the aid offered by the state, and permanently establish- 
ing a free publiclibrary. The library belongs to all the people, and 
should be made more useful each year by a liberal appropriation for 
its maintenince. <A well selected and well read public library is an 
efficient means of popular education, which is furnished in no other 
way. 

The library has been open weekly during the year, from three 
until five o’clock, or later, for the consultation of books, magazines 
and papers, and for loaning the same as called for; and the librarian, 
on account of her familiarity with books, and her uniform courtesy, 
has been of great service to the patrons of the library, and espec- 
ially to the young. It has been her custom, without extra charge, 
to cover and label all books, build her own fires and care for the 
room. 

The ladies of the Social circle have, as usual, placed in the library 
twenty-five dollar’s worth of new books and Mrs. Clarissa Griftin 
has generously continued to give to the town the free use of the 
room in her house, where the library is kept. 

Several magazines and papers have been donated to the library 
during the year, as the librarian’s report will show.
